“The admission of our incapacity to. 
meet situations of this kind and still re- 
tain those principles fundamental to our 
form of government would constitute a 
profession that democracy must fail. 

. “If we can not-consciously shape our 
own evolution to that end that we may 
grow and prosper and still preserve equal- 
ity of opportunity tn industry, then we are 
unfit. Our whole history is a denial of 
such an attitude. By reason of our tra- 
ditions, our hopes and our duties, we can- 
{not accept such an attitude of negation. 
The character of our peopk, the great 
expanse of our territory, with its great 
undeveloped resources, spreads out the 
lexicon of youth before us, and on it 
there is written no such word ae ‘fail.’ 


“You here represent and typify the 
energy, the vigor,, the initiative and the 
enterprise of the American spirit. Your 
very association here for the purpose of 
establishing a moral principle as a rule 
of practical conduct for business pro- 
claims the capacity of men consciously 
to shape the evolution of their business 
by placing a restriction upon natural 
cupidity, and by shaping your develop- 
ment so that it shall be confined and co- 
ordinated by a rule of conduct in the 
common interest, to serve the common 
good. 


View Voiced by President. 


“ This idea was voiced with character- 
istic lucidity and power by the president 
of the United States in his message to 
congress. It wae received with enthu- 
siaem by the business public and by the 
whole country. It resulted in the passage 
of the federal trade commission bill by a 
practically unanimous vote of both the 
house and the senate of the United States. 

“It will be the purpose of the federal 
trade comission to translate this idea, 
which was so largely responsible for its 
creation, into its policy and attitude 
toward business and the public interest. 
‘The interest of the public, of complain- 
ants, and those complained against, all 
require that in the accommodation of 
business processes to government require- 
ments, readjustments shall be brought 
about as easily agd with as much speed 
as is consistent with law and due regard 
for the rights of all concerned. 

“‘ Businees men today do not desire in- 
tentionally to disobey the law. A com- 
mon understanding of the facts arrived 
at through full and frank conference of 
persons complained of with the federal 
trade commission may frequently result 
in the stopping of the alleged unfair prac- 
tices more expeditiously than would 
lengthy legalistic procedure. 


It is fertile with blessings to the public. 

It is also fraught with possobilities of 
| fraud, deception and great wrong. It is 
one of the most important factors in the 
cost of distribution, and it is of the keen- 
est interest to the public, for it is in the 
processes of distribution that there is 
incurred the greatest loss in the social 
economy.

At the beginning of the newspaper 
business it was thought to.be legitimate 
to publish anything that anybody offered 
that would go through the mails and the 
public conceived the notion that you were 
obligated to publish everything that was 
not against the law. Now it has grown up 
to be a belief that a publisher is going to 
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tion being employed by foreign monopo- 
lies subsequent to the war. 

“Local price discrimination, whereby 
prices are lowered in one community for 
the sake of driving out competition, when 
at the same time prices are raised in an- 
other locality to recoup such lose where 
there is no competition, is prohibited as 
between residents of the United States. 


Foreign Anti-Trust Law Needed. 


“It is urged that the same degree of 
protection afforded American industry 
from such unfair competition from a local 
competitor should be equally afforded if 
the competition might come from a for- 
eign source. Such practices engaged upon 
by foreign monopoly in this country here- 
tofore renders probable their repetition 
with greater severity at the conclusidn of 
the war. Customs tariffs in such situa- 
tions have been absorbed. Teriffs have 
been found to be unsatisfactory to afford 
protection against such practices.

EDITORS AND NAVAL AUTHORITIES. 
An Iowa reader incloses a clipping from Tus

 (arsune giving Admital Fiske's criticism of our/ 
naval preparation and a long editorial from the 


Des Moines Register and Leader quoting copiously 
from Secretary Daniels. He asks, “ How is the 
uninitiated to know what to believe when authorities 
differ so widely?” 

Authorities do not differ so widely. Secretary 
Daniels is not an authority on the navy. He is the 
editor of a southern newspaper who holds a polit- 
ical job for political reasons, and hig judgment on 
naval affairs, in the little degree that a man of his 
training and mental caliber can be said to have 
judgment on naval problems, is perverted by the 
ostrich optimism which he shares with his admired 
former associate, Mr. Bryan. 

Admiral Fiske, on the other hand, fs an author- 
ity in every sense of the word and one of the ablest 
officers in the service. More than that, he is an 
exceptionally courageous -and high minded citizen 
who is courting official disfavor by refusing to hold 


_ his peace when department regulation is muzzling | 


the men who know, while the editor and politician 

who is secretary of the navy is free to sow his glit- 

tering generalities and showy irrelevanciés without 
- check. 

; The letter quoted in the Register and Lender's 
editorial and the editorial itself are political docu- 
ments. Neither meets nor apparently is based on 
an attempt to understand the specific criticisms 

4 brought by the Navy league and other critics of our 
) conditions of naval defense. To these critics and 
to the country it is immaterial whether the Wilson 
administration has done more for preparedness than 
its predecessors. These critics know no politics Ip 
their propaganda; they realize better than most 
politician that there has been no partisan dis- 
tinction in the neglect and mishandling of our navy 
“and army affairs. The Republican party, in fact, 
has more to answer for on this score than the 
Democratic because it has had more years of power 

and opportunity. 
But there fs no excuse at this stage of the public 
discussion on national defense for an utterance in 
@ responsible newspaper as loose in its allegation 
of fact and in its reasoning as is the Register and 
Leader editorial. The first misstatement is gross, 
| and {ft is In the opening paragraph, which asserts 
that “in view of the fact that more than half of 
| the total revenues of the country are used for the 
army and navy and things incidental to the main- 
tenance of a military establishment, ft should go 
without saying that there must be something to 
show for more than $600,000,000 a year American 

money.” 

The total appropriation for the navy in 191415 
was less than $145,000,000; that for the army, in- 
cluding fortifications, was less than $108,000,000, a 
total of less than $253,000,000 instead of the $600,- 
000,000 charged. If the Register and Leader pro- 
poses to add the pension appropriation of $172.- 
000,000, the sum even then would fall $175,000,000 
short, but charging the pension burden to the 
army and navy is a sardonic joke, for if we had had 
a regular army of respectable size in 1861 we would 
not have had the pension mountain. 

The ‘editorial is a masterpiece of miscomprehen- 
sion of the defense problem, knocking down straw 
men and setting up non sequiturs to take their place. 
The fact that we are spending “an enormous 

_gmount of money on the navy and on military equip- 
ment” is no answer to the charge by authoritative

: THE LEGISLATURE. 

The fact most readily forgotten in connection with 
the legislature is that it is a representative body. 
It is representative of about the general average of 
contentiousness, obstinacy, self seeking, amiability, 
serviceability, and general usefulness of the commu- 
nity represented. In its high spots it will be a little 
better, and in its low spots a little worse, and it will 
behave itself as a thoroughly human organization, 
sometimes very bad and sometimes astonishingly 
good. 

Much gees bravely into the legislétare ami much 
less comes limping out. A genera] assembly is not a 
body of initiative and creation. It is a body of re- 
sistance and destruction. Its sessions are general 


}assizes, at which criminals known as reform bills 


are brought in for condemnation and sent down for 
two years. The few that escape represent the bien- 
nial contribution to the slow progress of government 
away from its imperfections. 

The legislature that has now done its work was 
about the same as its predecessors, a little better 
than some and a little worse than others, but keep- 
ing fairly close to the general average. It gave the 
state the tax reform resolytion for a needed amend- 
ment to the constitution; it denied the state the 
more important resolution for a constitutional con- 
vention. It gave Chicago park consolidation, and, 
not to enumerate its good acts or emphasize its bad 
ones, a number of measures which will measurably 
increase the ability of the state to do its work. 

Incidentally it voted to raise the pay of members 
hereafter elected to the assembly. We have looked 
tolerantly upon the appetite of the legislators for 
more pay, knowing that a good one is worth a great 
deal and that the salary is not in proportion to the 
demands made upon a man’s time. If a good assem- 
bly could be obtained it would be worth anon any 
price. 

The session drew to its end with a pathetic scene 
which might have been food for the movies. Speaker 
Shanahan made known his regret that circumstances 
which controlled him had caused a break in the four 
teen year old friendship enjoyed by him and Mr. Lee 
O'Neil Browne. This may have touched Mr. Browne, 
but it did not melt him. Suffering from a sense of 
injustice, he turned his face from the contrite 
speaker. Politics has its sadness. 


_ HELPING IN EUROPE. | 

A suggestive glimpse of the possibilities of our 

international future is offered by the news of the in- 
auguration of a nation-wide movement for the ame- 
lioration of the condition of Jews throughout the 
world. 
“It is the belief,” saithdiin the report, “that the 
question of permanently establishing the civil and 
political rights of Jews throughout the world can be 
settled for all time through the influence of the 
United States at the negotiation of peace terms at} 
the conclusion of the European war.” | 

A more significant hint that the day of our isola- 
tion is past has not been given us. If the United 
States is to be represented at the council table of 
the powers which rearrange the world after the war, 
and if there seated it is to undertake to shape the 
interna] affairs of European states for the relief of 
alien Jews, why will it not be bound to speak for 
the Irish in Great Britain, the Finns in Russia, the 
Poles in Germany and Russia, the Bohemians, Lithu- 
anians, Roumanians, Croats, etc., etc, in Austria- 
Hungary, and whatever people have representatives 
in America? 

And if the United States speaks for all these, how 
will it be received and what shall be our commit- 
ments in exchange for the concessions we hope to 
win? 

Unquestionably we cannot involve ourselves in the 
most delicate problems of Durope without paying a 
price for the privilege of ameliorating the conditions 
of all oppressed. It might be well for America to 
consider in the meantime what it is willing to pay 
for this role of universal monitorship and whether 
we have not problems enough to solve within our 
own borders. 

Perhaps foretgn Opinion will be reveresd as to cor 
virtues before peace arrives, but at the present mo- 
ment we believe we should not be unanimously ac- 
cepted as guide, philosopher, and friend.

NUMBER OF DRUG TAKERS. 


{From the Journal of the American Medica) Association.) 
Since the passage of the Harriscn narcotic law 


numerous statements have appeared in news- 
papers and medical journals regarding the num- 
ber of drug addicts in the United States. Most of 
these statements are mere guesses, no accurate 
data existing on which to base any careful esti- 
mates. Certainly the maximum figures given by 
some writers are greatly exaggerated. 

In a recent issue of the Scientific American La- 
cius P. Brown, food and drug commissioner of the 
state of Tennessee, furnishes data on which to 
base a more or less accurate estimate. From fig- 
ures Gerived from the operation of the food and 
drug laws of Tennessee Commissioner Brown esti- 
mates that there are approximately 6,000 drug 
addicts in that state. As Tennessee comprises 
about 21-3 per cent of the entire population of 
the country, this woufd indicate that there are 
about 225,000 drug addicts in the United States. 

“But.” says Mr. Brown, “Tennessee, being an 
agricultural state and therefore decidedly more 
free from such addicts than those states where 


add 10 per cent at least to this number on the 
assumption that the drug addicts throughout the 
country will average 10 per cent higher than in 
Tennessee, giving in round numbers 247,000 drug

he concludes that 260,000 is a maximum estimate 
and that the sddicts annually use about $6,600,000 
worth of drugs unnecessarily.

R.-ORR of Nebraska estimates that 
there are 250,000 crippled children 
in. the United States, Reeves in 
his “Care of Crippled Children ” 
quotes a Birmingham estimate that 
25 per cent of the crippled children are 
‘crippled as a result of infantile paralysis. 
Asa matter of fact, the percentage varies 
from year to year and in different por- 
tions of the country. 

If the estimates are correct, and infen- 
tile paralysia hase been unusually active

Meldoo Expects to Racor 


~ Great Sum; Investigation 
Reveals Big Frauds

‘(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 


~Gecretary of the Treasury McAdoo an- 
nounced today that the government ex- 
‘pects to recover $27,000,000 from violators 
of the oleormmargarine law during the last 
few years. 

As a result of a thorough investigation 
since Jan. 1 of , alleged frauds, the sec- 
retary says that approximately 200,000, - 
000 pounds ef oleo have been palmed off 
on the public for butter since the oleo 
tax law went into effect. On this enor- 

‘ mous amount the government has collect- 
ed none of the tax of 10 cents a pound for 
colored oleo, 

Already more than $850,000 has been 
recovered by the commissioner of inter- 
mal revenue. Forty-two violators of the 
law have been convicted, twenty-nine of 
yvhom are serving prison sentences. 
Fine’ amounting, to $148,000 have been 
imposed on these men. Ten other alleged 
violators are under indictment and await- 
ing trial. In addition many smaller crim- 
inal cases are pending. ¥ 


Believes “Moonshining” Checked. 

Secretary McAdoo said today that he 
believes the practice of coloring oleo and 
selling it without paying the tax has 
largely been discontinued as a result of 
activity of the internal revenue. officials 
working under his orders. A preliminary 
- @tatement on the results of the investiga- 
tion shows that during the present fiscal 
year the collections will aggregate $1,- 
715.821, whereas the average’ yearly col- 
lections since the law went into effect 
have been only $974,592. 


The investigation shows that while a 


total of approximately $27,000,000 is due 
the government from the larger offend- 
ers, only $4,650,000 of this can be ob- 


tained without suits. Steps will be taken ’ 


to recover the balance.

An- 
other concern, five of whose officers or 
agents are under indictment, and whose 
plant was seized and sold by the govern-

That is the feeling Mexicans have 
toward Americans. For obvious reasons 
it does not appear in the dipiomatic notes 
that reach Washington from the various 
revolutionary parties.

It may be said to the credit of the Mexi- 
can that he holds but little of the unrea- 
sonable prejudice against the Jew. The 
negro comes in for perfect equality among 
the lower classes. The Chinaman is en- 
vied for his ability to save money and the 
Spaniard is disliked because he belongs 
to a nation that once ruled Mexico. 

But the American is hated. 


Reason in History. 

The reason may be found in history and 
in the business successes of some Amer- 
icans who have made’ fortunes in the 
republic. The reputed origin of the term 
“ gringo "’ dates back to the war between 
the United States and Mexico. The word 
is supposed to mean “ gibberish "’ in Span- 
ish, but the origin of the application car- 
ries a different meaning. 

According to the Mexican story, tha 
United States soldiers who invaded the 
republic in 1845 wore uniforms in which 
the dominant color was green. In the 
dispatches sent back by the Mexican sol- 
diers who went to meet the invaders it was 
declared that the Americans had been put 
to flight. Consequently it was said of 
the soldiers in green that they had run. 
From this came the term “ gringos’’ or 
“ green goes.’’ The fact that the history 
of the war does not bear out the story de- 
tracts none from the belief the Mexicans 
hold. 

It is estimated that there are about 
5,000 American citizens located fin the 
interior of Mexico today. They know 
what the gringo hate is. In their sojourn 
fn the republic they have experienced it 
every day. Those same men know what

The state department in Washington 
has issued numerous warnings to these 
citizens to leave the republic. The fact 
that about 5,000 out of more than several 
hundred thousand still remain in spite of 
the warning is explained by them on the 
grounds that the warnings have not been 
given with a view to protecting the Amer- 
icans, but rather to prevent the adminis- 
tration from being drawnrinto a war with 
Mexico. After the various warnings 
from Washington the administration took 
mo action that increased the danger, so 
the warnings have not been taken seri- 
ously. 2 

“It {s easy for Washington to issue 
‘sweeping warnings telling us to leave,”’ | 
one American manager of an interierlight 
and power company told me, ‘‘ but the 
things which we have bullt up with our 
lives’ work are located here. Our homes 
are here, our work is here, our children 
have been born here. Everything we 
have in the world is here.
